When the snow hits, some¬ 
times motorists don't take 
their surroundings into full 
consideration. 

On Thursday afternoon, 
the driver of a minivan struck 
a hydro pole on the Niagara 
Boulevard, near Catherine 
Street. Canadian Niagara 
Power had to shut off service 
to homes in the area until all 
the necessary repairs were 
made. 

Chief of the Fort Erie Fire 
Department Larry Coplen 
said these types of incidents 
are not uncommon during 
the first winter weather 
events of the season. 

"People seem to forget how 
to drive during the first one 
or two snowfalls we have," 
said Coplen. 

There were no injuries in 
the incident and Coplen said 
motorists simply need to be 
cautious when there is snow 
on the ground.

Before she even picks up, 
the 78-year-old knows 
what the call will be about. 

"This is why I don't leave 
the house much," she says 
before answering. 

A local business owner is 
on the other end of the 
line. Another petition for 
their storefront is request¬ 
ed. 

After a year's hiatus, the 
Yellow Shirt Brigade is 


making a comeback. At its 
peak, the group of active 
citizens bolstered numbers 
of more than 500 people in 
support of the fight against 
the Local Health Integration 
Network's decision to take 
away Fort Erie's emergency 
room and replace it with 
an urgent care centre. 

"We lost that battle. 
People were becoming 
apathetic in knowing we 
weren't going to get it back 


no matter how hard we 
wished," she says. "But 
they haven't won the war." 

Three weeks ago, Russell 
and her group began dis¬ 
tributing petitions for peo¬ 
ple to sign in support of 
Niagara Health System 
supervisor Kevin Smith's 
recommendation that a 
new south Niagara hospi¬ 
tal be built in Niagara Falls, 
just off the QEW.

600 signatures had been 
collected on the petition to 
be sent to Minister of 
Health and Long-Term 
Care Deb Matthews and 
members of the Ontario 
government. 

Russell says she hopes 
for up to 20,000 signa- 

"We have to remobilize," 
she says. "This battle can 
be won if we all work 
together. We have to work 
with the NHS, it's obvious. 
And if everyone is working 
in the same direction we'll 
get it done." 

Although the numbers 
aren't nearly as strong as 
they once were, Russell 
says she's hoping for a 
rebound as the group shifts 
its focus from saving a hos¬ 
pital to helping create one. 

"Realistically Niagara 
Falls can't live without a 
hospital and in Fort Erie 
we're told to go to Niagara 
Falls," she says, adding the 
Welland location shouldn't 
be considered. 

"It doesn't make sense. 
(Welland is) hard to get to. 


With the Niagara Falls loca¬ 
tion there's no side roads, 
no back roads, no stop 
lights. You get on the QEW 
and you're there," she 

She's left petitions at 
numerous businesses in 
Fort Erie, Ridgeway and 
Niagara Falls, but is hoping 
to reach as wide of an audi¬ 
ence as possible. 

She says she'll be speak¬ 
ing in front of Niagara Falls 
city council early next year 
in hopes of gaining the 
support from councillors 
and Mayor Jim Diodati. 

In the meantime, she 
says she hopes the 500 
people who purchased the 
symbolic yellow shirts dig 
them out of the closet and 
regain that fighting spirit. 

This time the large "NO" 
printed on the front stands 
for something a little dif- 

"It was about not taking 
our hospital away," she 
says. "This time it reminds 
us that we don't want 
health care taken away 
from Fort Erie."

People Helping People 
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Region spends $170,000 
during storm

It’s a snowfall like the old 
days, and it comes with a 
$170,000 price tag for Niagara 

That’s about what it costs 
to keep the Region's snow 
control crews out during big 
snowstorms like the one that 
swept into Niagara 
Wednesday, said operations 
and technology manager 
Dave MacLeod. Those 
storms, he said, are an all¬ 
day event for the plows as 
they tackle snowy roads 
Region-wide. 

Those don’t happen as 
often anymore, he said. 
Wednesday’s weather, he 
said, was more typical of 10 
to 15 years ago, and its rapid 
onset gave snow crews a 
tough time. 

“The only fortunate part of 
this was it fell on the 
Christmas holiday, when 
traffic was down,” he said. 

MacLeod said the event 
saw the Region roll out 28 
plows. He said they started 
by dousing regional roads 
with gallon after gallon of 
snow-resistant solution - 
basically beet juice - to pre¬ 
pare for the storm. 


"We’re on the road 24-7,” 
he said. 

He said within a day’s 
time, the snow crews will 
plow every main regional 
road six times. 

Niagara Regional Police 
said the snow day drew 31 
auto accidents, 16 of which 
were cancelled or deemed 
too minor to report. That 
includes fender-benders 
and sideswipes. 

Two, including a fatal 
snowmobile crash, involved 
injuries. 

Snow should mean extra 
care when driving, Sgt. Paul 
Webb said in an e-mail. 

He said motorists should 
plan ahead and not rush, 
slow down when driving, 
give vehicles ahead more 
space and not tap the brakes 
to try and get tailgaters to 
back off. And he said drivers 
should keep vehicles clean 
to maintain visibility. 

He said it’s key to have 
snow tires, take care on 
bridges and stay off cell 
phones. 

Drivers, he said, should 
avoid driving altogether if 
it’s possible. 

“No collision can happen 
if you aren’t on the roads in 
bad weather," he said.

Now 
mid-way through her sec¬ 
ond term on regional coun¬ 
cil, she has worked behind 
the scenes on campaigns for 
Maves, who was an MPP in 
Niagara for two terms, and 
spent three years, from 2000 
to 2003, working for him. 

She setup Rob Nicholson’s 
campaign office when he 
ran in this riding in the fed¬ 
eral election, than ran his 
office once he was elected, 
until 2006, when she decid¬ 
ed it was time to make the 
move to an elected role and 
ran for regional council. 

She says it's partly her role 
as regional councillor, co¬ 
chairing the public health 
committee, that has moti¬ 
vated her to try to make a 
move to provincial politics.

But he was always too involved 
in his own career to run him¬ 
self. 

After his family sold the 
Prince, he and his father built 
the Gateway at Glendale, and 
then purchased the Afrukteh 
property on John Street, which 
they renovated and opened as 
Riverbend Inn. Shortly after that 
they bought the NOTL Golf Club, 
which they also renovated. 

But then, during tough eco¬ 
nomic times, Riverbend and the 
golf club ended up in receiver¬ 
ship. 

Working through a difficult 
time was an experience that 
made him stronger, he said. 
Riverbend was sold, and he now 
concentrates on running the 
golf club, with partners. 

And he feels, with support 
from friends and family, that 
now is the time to enter the fray 
of politics. 

“I feel I’m a true leader, and 
people tend to follow me. I also 
tend to be humble. Nobody 


knows me as a person who 
would say, 'hey, look at me, look 
at what I’ve done,’ that’s not in 
my nature. But it is in my nature 
to assemble a group of people 
and get a job done. I have a 
strong work ethic, and I’m up for 
this challenge, but it’s not for 
any other reason than to do 
good." 

Wiens says he still has lots left 
in him to give, and now is the 
time to give it. He is excited 
about the PC White Paper and a 
platform that will help small 
business, a platform he can get 
behind and support. 

Rainer Hummel, president of 
the provincial Progressive 
Conservative Niagara Falls rid¬ 
ing, says the riding is fortunate 
to have three strong candidates 
hoping to represent the riding in 
the next provincial election. 

It may be the political climate 
and a sense that change is in the 
air, it could be frustration over 
the current state of the provin¬ 
cial economy or a reaction to the 
Liberal scandals before the pre¬ 
mier stepped down and pro¬ 
rogued parliament—likely for all 
three candidates the decision to 
run is a combination of factors, 
says Hummel, including good 


timing in their personal lives. 

But their decision to run 
means whatever happens at the 
nomination meeting, the riding 
will be well-represented. 

“John Wiens was courted a 
number of years ago, but the 
time wasn't right - he’s definitely 
reached a level of frustration 
where he’s ready to run. Bart 
Maves said he wouldn’t do any¬ 
thing more in provincial politics 
until his kids were in high school, 
but he is feeling a considerable 
amount of frustration. He sees 
howprovincial legislation affects 
the municipal and regional gov¬ 
ernment—that would be obvi¬ 
ous to Barbara Greenwood as 
well,” said Hummel. 

An election could be called by 
the new premier immediately 
after he’s chosen on Jan. 25, or 
parliament could resume with a 
throne speech and a budget 
debate and vote that would put 
an end to the government and 
mean an election some time 
later in the spring. 

Either way, he said, the PCs 
will be ready. 

“It’s just a matter of getting 
our candidate up to speed, and 
none of them are neophytes—it 
won’t be difficult."

The love of hockey can 
form a bond between 
any player or fan. A tes¬ 
tament to this is the cul¬ 
tural exchange between 
members of the Vojens 
Ice Hockey Club and the 
local minor team, who 
participate in the annual 
TeamDenmarkexchange 
program. 

“It’s about cultural 
exchange, but it’s the 
hockey that ties it togeth¬ 
er" said Fort Erie Coach 
Lonny Cooke. 

Last year Cooke and 
his team went to Vojens, 
Denmark and this year, 
have welcomed the team 
to their home. 

This is the 19th year 
for the program, which is 
about more than just 
hockey. 

“They’re building life¬ 
long friendships. There 
are a couple from the 
first group who are still 
in contact and take trips 
to visit each other,” said 
Cooke. 

The players, who are 
here from Dec. 26 until 
Jan. 4, stay with host 
families who are parents 
of the players. 

“We have a full itiner¬ 
ary for them. We’ve taken 
them shopping, over to 
the outlets in the States. 
They’re finding a really 
big price difference 
between here and 
Denmark. It’s a lot 
cheaper here,” said 
Cooke. 

David Madsen and 
Simon Wiuff of the 
Denmark team both 
agreed that the food was 
the major difference they 
have noticed since arriv¬ 


ing in Canada. 

“There’s a little more 
junk food here," said 
Wiuff. 

Both have been play¬ 
ing hockey for as long as 
they can remember, but 
say that it’s not as big in 
Denmark as it is in 
Canada. 

“It's been great. I like 
the cultural exchange, 
it’s been a great experi¬ 
ence,” said Madsen, who 
has been to Canada in 
the past. 

Cooke said the 
Denmark players are 
very aware of the NHL 
and the big named play¬ 
ers, but will be intro¬ 
duced to the OHL when 
they’re taken to an Ice 
Dogs Game on New 
Years Eve. 

During their nine days 
here players will take a 
day trip to Toronto to 
tour the Air Canada 
Centre, have lunch at 
Wayne Gretzky's restau¬ 
rant and visit Niagara 
Falls. 

On Friday the two 
teams split up for a fun 
tournament, but will 
face three strong teams 
in exhibitions games. 
They will take on the 
Midget Select Team, the 
AAA Rivermen team 
from Niagara Falls and 
the Buffalo Regals from 
the United States. 

The players have been 
in contact with each 
other since meeting last 
year in Vojens. Staying 
connected through 
Facebook, e-mail and 
Skype. 

Cooke said it’s been a 
great experience for 
himself and his players. 

“It was everyone’s first 
time to Denmark last 
year, and the biggest dif¬ 
ference we noticed was 
the food. Also, almost 
every house fights off 
fireworks on New Years 
Eve, which is something 
we can’t do here," he

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Last-minute housing cash called 'temporary win 1

Niagara Region can 
claim a $1.9-million win 
in its fight over homeless¬ 
ness funding with the 
province. 

That's the amount the 
Region will receive out of 
a $42-million block of 
one-time, last-minute 
funding announced 
Thursday. The province 
said the cash will help cit¬ 
ies adjust to the loss of the 
Community Start-Up and 
Maintenance Benefit, cut 


in the 2012 Ontario bud¬ 
get. 

That benefit, used by 
many Ontario Works 
recipients or disabled 
people to cover emergen¬ 
cy expenses or last month's 
rent, will cease to exist 
Jan. 1. 

"It's a temporary win," 
said Pelham Coun. Brian 
Baty, who co-chairs 
regional council's public 
health and social services 
committee. "It's a win of a 
battle, but not a win of the 


to hand back the full fund¬ 
ing it hacked - 52% of what 
it once gave the Region for 
housing and homeless- 

The funding was handed 
down largely thanks to 
pressure from municipali¬ 
ties, homelessness advo¬ 
cates and the poor, said 
Ontario Community and 
Social Services Minister 
John Milloy. He said it will 
help protect the most vul¬ 
nerable in Ontario and 
give municipalities more 
time to adjust to the fund¬ 
ing change.

She said regional coun¬ 
cil will be given options in 
2013 of how to use the 
transitional funding. 

The province said 
municipalities must out¬ 
line their plans for the 
cash and report back on 
its use. 

Pennisi said the Region 
will keep working with the 
province to see to the 
needs of the homeless- 

Baty credited the extra 
funding to intense lobby¬ 
ing from across Ontario. 
He said Niagara has been 
a leader in that battle.
